A good time was enjoyed by all 
the kids whose only complaint was 
the necessity of attending school 
between scenes, when a score of 
teachers and mothers took charge 
of their offsprings and kept them 
up on their A.B.C.’s. 

As a climax to a great day, di- 
rector Nick Grinde had ice cream 
and cake served to one and all.
